Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District  for 
the  year  1  9&0. 

The  estimated  population  for  mid  1  9^0  shows  an  increase  of  14-0. 

The  number  of  births  were  4  fewer  and  the  number  of  deaths  were  3  fewer 
than  in  1959.  The  number  of  births  registered  exceeded  deaths  by  194. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  district  generally,  compare  very 
favourably  with  those  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

Relatively  few  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  occurred  in 
the  district.  All  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough  and  measles 
were  of  a  mild  character. 

Undoubtedly,  improved  sanitation  and  housing  are  the  pressing  needs 
of  the  Rural  District,  and  it  would  be  a  grievous  setback  if  the  Council' 
proposed  schemes  for  the  sewering  of  the  villages  and  for  the  building 
of  more  houses,  particularly  the  houses  for  old  people  with  welfare 
facilities,  are  to  be  affected  by  the  Government's  measures  of 
financial  stringency.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council's  water  undertakings  passed  from  their  control  to  the  newly 
formed  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board  on  1st.  April,  i960. 

Work  proceeded  on  the  Wool  water  supply  scheme  under  the  District  Council's 
contract  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  and  the  following  particulars  which  have  been 
supplied  by  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor  gives  the  progress  of  the  work 
since  the  last  report. 

The  trunk  main  passing  Burton  Ford  has  been  extended  in  9"  diameter  to 
supply  a  quarter  million  gallon  reservoir  under  construction  at  Maggott  Hill. 

Prom  this  9"  rising  main  a  6"  diameter  branch  was  taken  from  Burton  Cross 
to  supply  the  small  existing  reservoir  at  Winfrith  N ewburgh .  This  came  into 
operation  at  the  end  of  July  I960,  and  use  of  the  local  borehole  at  East  Knighton 
was  then  discontinued.  While  these  rising  mains  were  being  constructed  it  was 
convenient  to  lay  the  main  distribution  feeder  from  Maggott  Hill.  This  was  laid 
in  9"  diameter  to  Burton  Cross  and  6"  diameter  from  there  to  Burton  Ford. 

Altogether  the  work  involved  the  laying  of  2,200  yds.  of  9"  mains,  3,260  yds. 
of  6"  and  80  yds.  of  3”  mains.  Certain  properties  on  the  route  of  these  mains 
were  afforded  a  water  service.  The  reservoir  at  Maggott  Hill  is  now  90% 

complete  and  distribution  mains  throughout  the  village  of  Wool  are  13%  complete. 
This  work  has  entailed  two  crossings  of  the  main  railway  by  thrust  boring. 


The  Water  Board's  proposals  for  future  works  in  the  district  are  such  that 
the  following  further  areas  in  the  district  would  have  an  adequate  piped  water 
supply  from  the  Board's  mains  -  Moreton  village  by  31st.  March,  1962; 

Studland  village  by  31st.  March,  1964;  Worth  Matravers  village,  East  Creech 
and  Purzebrook  by  31st.  March,  1965* 


Public  Piped 


The  following  areas  of  the  district  have  a  piped  water  supply  from  the  Poole 
and  East  Dorset  Water  Board's  mains  -  Lytchett  Matravers,  Lytchett  Minster  and 
Upton,  Bloxworth,  Morden,  Holton  Heath,  Organford,  Sandford,  Bere  Regis,  Affpuddle, 
Turners  Puddle,  Bovington  Camp,  Winfrith,  Bestwall,  Worgret,  Carey  Estate,  Cold 
Harbour,  Stoborough  and  Ridge,  Corfe  Castle,  Langton  Matravers,  Acton,  Harmans 
Cross ,  Church  Knowle . 


The  following  areas  are  supplied  from  the  Lulworth  Castle  Estate  supply 
West  Lulworth,  East  Lulworth,  Coombe  Keynes. 


Chaldon  Herring  has  a  standpipe  supply  from  Lulworth  Castle  Estate  and  the 
water  bacteriologically  is  highly  satisfactory. 

Kingston,  Kimmeridge  and  Wool  village  have  small  piped  gravity  supplies 
from  surface  springs.  The  water,  with  the  exception  of  the  Kingston  supply 
which  is  chlorinated,  is  untreated  and  the  results  of  bacteriological  examination 
of  samples  taken  from  these  small  supplies  are  variable. 

Studland  village  supply  is  derived  from  surface  water  collected  on  neigh¬ 
bouring  heathland  areas.  The  water  is  sand  filtered  and  give  consistent  highly 
satisfactory  results.  The  quantity  of  water  available  is  very  limited  and 
shortage  is  experienced  during  summer  months. 

There  has  been  no  major  alteration  to  the  source  of  supply  in  these  areas 
during  the  year.

I  am  indebted  to  the  Board's  Engineer  and  Manager  for  the  following  information 
with  regard  to  the  water  supply  - 

The  Southern  district  comprises  the  Urban  District  of  Swanage,  the  Borough 
of  Wareham  and  the  Rural  District  of  Wareham  and  Purbeck.  The  water  supplied 
by  the  Board  derived  from  wells  and  boreholes  at  Bri  ant  spuddle,  Worgret,  Bloxworth, 
Corfe  Castle,  Ulwell  and  Churchknowle  and  during  the  first  nine  months  of 
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operation  i.e.  1st.  April  to  31 st.  December,  1  960  the  Board  abstracted  the 
following  quantities  from  these  sources: -

The  water  was  maintained  at  a  satisfactory  standard  of  purity  and  was 
sufficient  to  meet  all  demands. 

All  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  regular  estimation  of  residual  chlorine 
were  made  on  samples  taken  at  pumping  stations  and  from  consumers  taps. 

Regular  bacteriological  examinations  of  both  distributed  and  raw  waters 
were  made  in  the  Board’s  Laboratory  giving  the  following  results: -

Only  the  raw  water  from  the  Worgret  source  has  any  plumbo-solvency .  This  is 
corrected  during  the  iron  removal  treatment  continuously  applied  at  the  source. 

Fluorine  was  present  in  the  Briantspuddle  water  0.09  m.g.  per  litre,  and  in 
the  Corfe  Castle  water  0.05  m.g.  per  litre. 

Radioactivity  was  not  detected  in  the  Worgret  water.  Briantspuddle  water 
showed  a  total  B-activity  0.26  x  10“^  microcuries  per  millilitre. 


Bacteriological  Examinations  of  Water  Supplies 

In  addition  to  the  samples  of  water  taken  by  the  Water  Board,  the  following 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year: - 

Public  Mains  Supplies 

A  total  of  23  samples  were  taken  and  all  gave  satisfactory  results  - 
(Class  I  of  I  inis try  of  Health  Report  71 ) 

Private  Estate  Supplies 

A  total  of  22  samples  were  taken,  11  were  satisfactory,  4  were  suspicious 
and  7  unsatisfactory. 

Private  Wells 

A  total  of  54  samples  were  taken  for  examination,  20  were  reported  as 
satisfactory,  7  as  suspicious  and  27  as  unsatisfactory. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


It  had  been  expected  that  with  the  coming  of  piped  water  supply  to  the 
villages  in  the  district  the  problem  of  sewage  disposal  would  become  somewhat 
of  a  problem,  and  complaints  of  nuisance  due  to  overflowing  cesspools  and 
polluted  streams  and  ditches  were  likely  to  increase  especially  in  those 
villages  where  there  had  been  building  development  in  recent  years. 

These  expectations  have  been  fulfilled  and  as  a  result  the  Council's 
Public  Health  Inspectors  have  been  much  occupied  dealing  with  nuisances 
arising  from  sewage  effluents,  and  there  is  an  increasing  demand  from  the 
parishes  for  main  sewerage  schemes  for  the  villages. 


The  Council  have  long  appreciated  the  need  for  main  sewerage  schemes, 
but  were  unable  to  make  any  progress  until  they  were  recently  relieved  of 
their  obligations  in  connection  with  the  comprehensive  water  supply  scheme 
for  the  district.  The  Council  have  already  made  a  start  on  their  proposals 

for  the  sewering  of  principal  villages  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  Upton 
and  Wool  schemes  were  well  on  the  way  to  completion. 


This  scheme  is  due  to  be  completed  in  April  1 961 ,  the  Contractor 
having  been  given  six  weeks  extension  of  time  for  completion  because  of 
exceptionally  bad  weather  conditions. 


The  new  sewage  disposal  works  was  taken  over  in  June,  and  the  analyses 
of  effluent  have  so  far  been  very  satisfactory.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
about  7,000  yards  of  severer  had  been  laid  representing  83%  of  the  contract 
figure,  and  some  4,000  yards,  or  47%  of  the  contract  figure  connected  and  in 
use.  Of  the  286  properties  to  which  sewers  were  available  some  11  6  had  been 
connected  by  31st.  December. 


Wool 

The  sewage  disposal  works  commenced  treatment  of  the  'non  active' 
effluent  from  the  A.E.E.  Winfrith  Heath  on  19th.  August,  and  the  effluent 
analyses  have  been  quite  satisfactory  to  date. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  laying  the  sewers  in  the 
East  Burton,  Burton  Lane  and  Burton  Road  areas,  the  water  table  being  at  almost 
ground  level  and  a  considerable  amount  of  running  sand  having  been  encountered. 
About  20%  of  the  sewers  have  been  laid,  the  rising  main  from  V/ool  to  the  sewage 
disposal  works  on  Burton  Common  is  laid  and  about  80%  of  the  concrete  to  the 
wet  and  dry  wells  at  the  East  Burton  pumping  station  is  completed.  The  sewers 
have  been  laid  by  a  thrust-boring  technique  beneath  the  railway  at  Wool  Police 
Station  and  East  Burton  level  crossing. 


Langton  Matravers 

An  extension  of  the  sewers  to  include  Arundel  Terrace  and  Tom's  Field 
was  completed  on  28th.  December. 


Sandford 

The  present  works  and  pumping  equipment  are  working  at  full  capacity. 

A  joint  scheme  for  a  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  treat  the  sewage  from 
both  Wareham  Borough  and  Wareham  St.  Martin  is  being  prepared. 


Corfe  Castle 

A  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the  village 
of  Corfe  Castle  and  should  be  ready  to  submit  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  in  1  961  . 


Other 


It  is  considered  that  all  villages  with  a  piped  main  water  supply  should 
be  sewered  at  the  earliest  possible  time.

Remarks : 

The  West  Lulworth  sewage  which  is  untreated  is  discharged  into  the  sea  in 
deep  water  to  the  west  of  Lulworth  Cove.  Sandford  sewage  is  treated  by  sedi¬ 
mentation,  sludge  drying  and  effluent  filtration;  the  effluent  is  discharged  into 
the  River  Piddle.  Bestwall  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  into  the  adjoining 
Wareham  Borough  sewer.  Langton  Matravers  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  into 
the  Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s  sewerage  system.  Briantspuddle  sewage  is 
treated  by  sedimentation,  sludge  drying  and  effluent  filtration;  the  effluent 
ultimately  reaches  the  River  Piddle.  Upton  sewage  is  treated  by  sedimentation, 

sludge  drying  and  effluent  filtration;  the  effluent  is  discharged  into  Lytchett  Bay. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 
House  Refuse 

A  fortnightly  collection  has  been  maintained  and  a  new  26  cu.yd.  vehicle  was 
put  into  service  in  May.  Despite  this  a  considerable  amount  of  overtime  has  to 
worked  by  the  crews. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  tip  at  G-allows  Hill,  a  disused  sand  and  gravel  pit,  is  still  used  and  the 
southern  aspect  has  been  fenced  with  a  6'0"  high  chain  link  fence  to  prevent  waste 
paper,  etc.  blowing  across  the  County  highway. 

Attempts  have  been  made  to  secure  other  tips  within  the  area.  At  Upton,  the 
owners  of  an  old  clay  pit  have  given  consent  for  its  use  as  a  refuse  tip,  planning 
approval  has  also  been  obtained  and  this  pit  will  be  used  when  a  suitable  road  and 
pit  face  have  been  prepared. 

So  far,  no  suitable  tip  has  been  found  in  the  Corfe  Castle  area  and  this  is 
urgently  required  to  save  the  long  hauls  to  G-allows  Hill,  particularly  during  the 
summer  months  when  the  road  traffic  is  heavy  in  that  area. 

These  additional  pits  are  vital  if  a  weekly  service  is  to  be  economically 
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established.  The  Council  will  be  considering  this  matter  again  in  July  1  961  . 
Litter  Baskets 

Forty-nine  litter  baskets  have  been  installed  at  suitable  points  throughout 
the  District.  There  has  been  favourable  comment  from  the  public  regarding  the 
provision  of  these  baskets. 

Cesspool  Emptying  Service 

The  demand  for  this  service  has  been  greater  than  ever,  even  with  2  tankers 
in  operation  it  has  been  difficult,  without  considerable  overtime,  to  maintain 
an  efficient  service.  However,  this  is  beginning  to  ease  with  the  advent  of  main 
drainage  at  Upton  and  next  year  some  properties  in  Wool  may  be  connected. 

Again  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  finding  suitable  tips  -  most  people 
seem  reluctant  to  have  sludge  placed  on  their  land  -  this  problem  at  Upton  has 
been  alleviated  since  June  by  the  tankers  taking  their  loads  to  the  new 
disposal  works. 

ATOMIC  ENERGY  RESEARCH  ESTABLISHMENT ,  WMFRITH 
Liaison 

The  Council  is  represented  on  the  Liaison  Committee  which  was  set  up  in 
1959,  to  deal  with  the  public,  health,  safety  and  relations  aspect  of  this 
Establishment . 

Disposal  of  Radioactive  Wastes 

Disposal  of  radioactive  waste  from  this  Establishment  began  in  March. 

The  waste  is  conveyed  by  pipe  line  to  Arish  Mell  from  where  the  pipe  line  extends 
two  miles  out  to  sea. 

The  Council  have  received  no  complaints  regarding  the  Establishment  or 
the  disposal  of  radioactive  wastes.

Control  of  Moveable  Dwellings 

During  the  year,  a  new  Act,  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  1  960,  came  into  force  bringing  wider  measures  of  control  to 
both  the  Local  Planning  Authority  and  Local  Authority  and  requiring  closer 
liaison  between  the  two  Authorities  on  the  issue  of  "joint"  licences  thereby 
removing  the  anomaly  which  hitherto  had  existed  of  a  licence  being  granted 
under  the  Public  Health  Act  but  refused  under  the  Planning  Acts.  Considerably 
increased  powers  have  been  given  to  the  Local.  Authority  to  require  the 
provision  of  roads,  footpaths,  drainage,  sanitation,  water  supply  and  bathing 
and  laundry  facilities. 

The  Act  further  provides  for  a  new  system  of  licensing  for  both  existing 
and  new  sites.  At  the  end  of  1959S  there  were  in  force  licences  for  39  sites 
and  97  individual  caravans.  At  the  end  of  1 96O  two  previously  licensed  sites 
had  been  re-licensed  in  accordance  with  the  new  Act.

The  Council  have  agreed  to  the  sketch  plans  for  a  scheme  at  their 
Sandford  Housing  Estate  on  a  site  at  present  being  cleared  of  temporary  pre¬ 
fabricated  bungalows,  which  provide  for  V\Tarden’s  quarters,  a  common  room  and 
12  units  of  accommodation  consisting  of  4-  bed-sitting  rooms,  5  one-bedroom 
and  3  two-bedroom  dwellings.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  the 
district  during  the  year  were  relatively  few.  No  cases  of  diphtheria  or 
acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified.  Deaths  due  to  notif iable  diseases 
were  respiratory  tuberculosis  one,  meningococcal  infection  one,  pneumonia 
five.  There  were  no  deaths  from  influenza,  which  is  not  a  notifiable 
disease,  compared  with  eight  in  1959. 

Scarlet  Fever: 

Eighteeen  cases  were  notified  compared  with  twenty-three  in  the  previous 
year.  In  no  case  was  the  disease  so  severe  as  to  require  hospital  treatment. 

Vfhooping  cough: 

The  number  of  cases  notified,  nine,  is  the  same  as  in  1959;  no  case  was 
admitted  to  hospital. 

The  effects  of  the  campaign  for  the  immunisation  of  infants  against  this 
disease  is  now  evident  in  the  marked  fall  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease, 
and  its  reduced  severity.  All  cases  were  treated  at  home. 

Measles: 

Forty -four  cases  were  notified  in  19&0,  following  a  year  in  which  the 
disease  was  epidemic  when  three-hundred  and  fifteen  cases  were  notified. 

The  disease  remains  relatively  mild  and  no  case  required  hospital  treatment. 

Tube  rculo  s is : 

Nine  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  two  cases  of  other  forms 
of  tuberculosis  were  notified  compared  with  seven  in  the  previous  year.

The  nine  cases  notified  during  the  year  occurred  in  different  parts  of 
the  district  and  were  not  part  of  a  separate  outbreak.  All  cases  were  due 
to  Sh.  Sonnei. 


Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  July,  in  school  children 
all  of  the  same  family.  Salmonella  typhi  murium  was  isolated  from  the 
faeces  of  all  three  cases.  No  other  case  or  suspected  cases  could  be  traced 
in  the  district,  and  specimens  of  faeces  from  four  others  in  the  family  gave . 
negative  results.  Investigations  failed  to  discover  the  vehicle  of  infection 
or  how  the  infection  arose.  It  was  suspected  that  the  first  case  in  a  boy  who 
was  attending  a  school  in  another  district  might  have  brought  the  infection 
home,  but  enquiries  failed  to  disclose  any  suspected  cases  in  that  district. 

A  single  case  of  food  poiscriing  was  notified  during  the  month  of  December,  in 
which  staphylococcus  was  isolated  from  the  faeces.  It  was  not  possible  to 
trace  the  origin  of  infection  or  contamination  of  the  food,  but  this  probably 
occurred  in  the  home. 


Immunisation : 

Schemes  for  immunisation  are  administered  in  the  area  by  the  County  Council 
as  the  Local  Health  Authority.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus  and  poliorryelitis  is  carried  out  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  by 
the  family  doctors. 

Immunisation  against  smallpox  is  carried  out  by  the  family  doctors. 

Immunisation  with  B.C.C.  of  the  older  age  group  children  is  carried  out 
at  schools  in  the  area  by  the  medical  officers  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

In  the  case  of  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis,  special  sessions  at 
schools  and  evening  sessions  are  arranged  when  necessary .

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  was  expanded  to  include 
all  ages  up  to  40  years,  and  also  to  provide  for  a  third  dose  of  vaccine  not 
less  than  seven  months  after  the  second  injection. 

In  addition,  priority  groups  include  medical  practitioners  and  families, 
ambulance  workers,  expectant  mothers  and  nurses.
